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The President’s Letter 
By Chris Pilliod 


This is my 69th President’s Letter and I typically look at 
counterstamps as an afterthought. Most of what I find is a couple 
letters or a name. Rarely anything with “pizzazz”. But a couple 
weeks ago on a benign Saturday I made my way over to New 
Oxford, Pennsylvania and a coin shop I had visited a few times in 
the past. New Oxford is a small rural town in southern Pennsyl- 
vania, about halfway between York and Gettysburg, mostly un- 
spoiled by its aging years. Even if I didn’t find anything it would 
be a nice drive through a land that must have looked the same as 
that early July 1863 day when the Battle of Gettysburg broke out. 

Over the course of the pandemic I have visited shops in 
Lancaster, York, Harrisburg, Bethlehem, Allentown, Easton, Pott- 
stown, and even one in the Poconos (but alas, it was closed). 

I really found Easton and Harrisburg to be wonderful cities to 
visit. Believe it or not, in the middle of Pennsylvania, Harrisburg 
has a minor league baseball stadium on an island, with a bridge 
you walk over to. 

One of the first double-row boxes the owner brought out was 
of course Flying Eagle and Indian cents. These were mostly “mill 
run” as my Dad would say. But he made up in quantity for the 
lack of quality. Years ago I remember an old wise dealer friend 
telling me one thing he had learned over the years in looking 
at estates was that while he sees a lot of bronze cents from the 
1860’s and early 1870’s in Fair and AG condition, he rarely sees 
AG copper-nickel cents. They certainly made the rounds as much 
as or more than their bronze counterparts, but they just didn’t 
wear as quick, because of their higher hardness. Nickel is consid- 
erably harder than copper. When employed as an alloying agent 
of 12%, nickel increases the hardness considerably. 
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That knowledge, 
combined with the 
fact that interesting 
things can be found 
on copper-nickel 
reverse, I always 
turn them over to 
look for cuds and 
die breaks. There 
must have been 
close to 150 of them. 
And sure enough a 
couple times I said 


“bammmm, here’s something! I was surprised I came upon a few 
counterstamps in the box. Mainly boring initials and labeled ac- 
cordingly by the dealer; but one that was not labeled at all really 
caught my eye-- a merchant token, probably a precursor to Civil 
War storecard tokens. It was on an 1859 Indian Cent and in small 
print was stamped: 


“FOR BARGAINS IN DRY GOODS 
GO TO 
W. BELL’S 
5 EXCHANGE 
ERIE, PA” 


Like I said, I am not a counterstamp expert, but that one 
caught my eye, especially being from my home state of Pennsyl- 
vania. And I don’t often see as much verbiage as this. He had it 
marked $10 so how can a fella go wrong? The interesting thing 
was of all the coins he had labeled as “counterstamps” in the box 
he didn’t denote the 1859 as such. When I finished with the boxes 
he asked if I wanted to look at his counterstamp box. “I thought I 
just did,” I replied facetiously. 

On the drive home through the dormant hills of southeast 
Pennsylvania I made a point to do further research on this coun- 
terstamp, especially since I had visited Erie on a few occasions. 
My visits to Erie focused on business, as industry has a foothold 
there—steel and railroad have a long history in Erie. General 
Electric still builds their enormous rail locomotives there. I 
always try to take in the sights, especially beautiful Presque Isle. 
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Erie is the fourth largest city in Pennsylvania, behind Philly, 
Pittsburgh and Allentown. While that end of Lake Erie has some 
of the most beautiful color water I have ever seen, giving the 
nickname “Gem City.” It’s hard to describe the color of Lake 
Erie’s water without seeing it on a bright sunny day. 

But Erie also has a bit of a notorious image associated with 
it. Not long after we moved to Pennsylvania, a pizza delivery guy 
became national news after he dropped off a large pepperoni. The 
customers strapped a time-sensitive bomb around his neck and 
sent him off to rob a bank on their behest, but the poor guy didn’t 
make it to the bank. In one part of the city residents claim there is 
a buzzing noise that is not traceable to anything. In the county are 
places with the names of Ax Murder Hollow and Gudgeonville 
Bridge. UFO’s have been sighted off Presque Isle. If you can get 
through every taping of “Forensic Files” (like me) you can bet 
when they start out saying “On a cold winter night in Erie, Penn- 
sylvania...” that you’re in for a doosie of an episode. 

The first question to be answered about the 1859 Indian cent 
was it stamped or hand-carved, like a Love Token. Visually it 
appeared to be stamped and that would certainly facilitate mass 
production, but I wanted to be sure. If it were hand-carved that 
would certainly add a lot of appeal to the collector. 

The reverse was planed by a rough-turn lathe, effacing all 
evidence of the wreath and “ONE CENT”. I can’t be 100% sure 
but my study of the piece also supports the conclusion that but 
for a single exception, all letters were hand-stamped. This makes 
logical sense. But it was curious how they imparted the letters. 

It appears in some cases the letters are gang-style, with several 
letters in the same punch. The entire word “FOR” and “DRY,” 

as well as “ERIE” employed a gang-style punch, while the 
remainder seem to be individually hand punched, with a solitary 
exception. The apostrophe of “BELL’S” seemed to be placed in 
by hand. While most letters were punched, the evidence shows at 
least one different punch for the same letter was used. 

Now the hard part. The provenance and history of the piece. 
I started out with a Google search, which gave me the addresses

and the mouth-watering menus for all the locations of Taco Bell 
in Erie, Pennsylvania. But I could not find any match for “Ex- 
change Street,” which was frustrating. The problem I would dis- 
cover is Exchange is not a street. Lots of Googling and research- 
ing old plat maps of Erie would uncover no mention or reference 
of Exchange Street could be found. I inquired to a renowned Erie 
historian but never heard back. 

My best educated guess is W Bell’s enterprise was located 
in the Exchange Building in the center of the business district in 
downtown Erie. And “5” refers to the room or location within the 
building. It was here William Bell busily transacted his whole- 
sale and retail dry goods operation. He sold carpetings, oil cloths 
and probably a little bit of everything else from the 1860s to the 
1890s. Collectors believe this is actually the very first Civil War 
token issued. All known examples are on 1859 U.S. cent issues. 

The piece is referenced as Brunk B-525 and Rulau 360A- 
Ido Erie, Pennsylvania Civil War Token. The reference book by 
Fuld is PA 360A-1Do with a stated rarity 6+. It is reported there 
are only 20 pieces known on 1859 cents with this reverse. Other 
accounts suggest 40 to 60 known examples. But in perform- 
ing some internet searches I feel the number is higher than this, 
maybe approaching 100 extant examples. 

Having said this, it seems there are never enough of this 
counterstamped penny to satisfy both the counterstamp and CWT 
collecting communities, as all listings enjoy significant bidding. 
With hammer prices in the $50 to $100 range this is an excel- 
lent addition to any Indian Cent or token collector’s cabinet. The 
piece offered a nice stroll down both the numismatic and histori- 
cal lane. Just the kind of journey I love! I have maybe three or 
four other counterstamps I find particularly story-telling as well, 
but there was just something about this piece laying unmarked 
and random in a box of Indian Cents. 

The moral of the story is you just never know when your 
next journey is leaving port. I would wager that several of the 
readers have a similar piece sitting in their collection waiting for 
their story to be told.

1897 Proof Indian Cent sells for $108,000 


The March 2021 “Baltimore” Auction by 
Stack’s Bowers was held in Las Vegas due to the can- 
cellation of the Baltimore Whitman show. Lot 4033 
was an 1897 PR67+DCAM by PCGS/CAC. It sold for 
a record price of $108,000. 

The coin was originally graded PR67CAM 
PCGS/CAC when it sold in 2019 (SB 8/19:5046) for 
$27,500 and in 2014 (HA 2/14:5014) for $28,200. 

This is the sole finest graded Deep Cameo 
example of any year graded at PCGS. 
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Building an Indian Cent Variety Collection 
By Norman Thomas 


I started collecting coins as a teenager getting my Boy 
Scout Coin Collecting Merit Badge. This small collection grew to 
a number of Whitman boards until I left for college. The boards 
remained at my parent’s for the next number of years while I 
graduated from college, got married and divorced and spent five 
years working in the Caribbean. In 1980, I married my second 
wife and moved to Atlanta, Georgia to work and help her raise 
her two sons from her previous marriage. 

As we got established in Atlanta my parents brought my 
old Whitman boards to me and my interest in coin collecting was 
rekindled. I ventured out to the 1987 ANA Convention in Atlanta 
looking for an area of collecting that would interest me and be 
in my budget. After spending time walking the bourse I decided 
to relax and sat in on the EAC meeting. The presentation was 
interesting and the conversation going on around me was even 
more interesting. At the time I did not know the two gentlemen 
on either side of me but would learn that one was John Wright 
and the other was Walter Breen. 

By the end of the meeting my interest in scientific 
taxonomy and the search and identification of large cent varieties 
clicked. I spent the rest of the convention looking at large cents 
on the bourse floor and gaining information. I joined the EAC 
and begin collecting middle and late date large cents by New- 
comb number. Over the years I collected a nearly complete set 
of middle and late dates by Newcomb number and had many late 
date varieties in multiple die states. 


In the late 1990s I joined the Metropolitan Coin Club of 
Atlanta and met the king of varieties, Bill Fivaz. Bill is a friend 
and great mentor and got me interested in varieties of other 
denominations. He got me into cherry-picking. Being a copper | 
aficionado I became interested in the varieties of Indian Cents 
and began collecting these. For me it was the fun of the hunt that 
makes this so interesting. I would estimate that only about a third 
of the coins in my collection were purchased attributed. 

In early 2009 I found a low grade 1874 Indian cent 
with a lump on the neck. Over the next 8 or 9 months at every 
coin show I could attend I hunted for additional examples of this 
variety. I finally located another one at the Mid-Georgia Coin 
show and about a month later a third example was located by Bill 
Fivaz, which I obtained. The three coins were submitted to Rick 
Snow and attributed as a new variety, Snow-7. 

As my search for varieties continued I started picking 
up error coins; double and triple struck coins, off-center coins, 
clipped planchets and others. One of my favorites is an 1887 cent 
struck through a piece of the die that had fallen out on an earlier 
strike. 

My interests in Indian cents also led me to investigate 
the World’s Fairs from 1893 to 1909. The 1893 Columbian 
exposition produced the first elongated coins and the 1901 Pan- 
American Exposition introduced encased coins. All in all Indian 
cent variety and error collecting has been a rewarding experience. 
I would like to thank all those who helped me along the way, 
Especially Bill Fivaz and Rick Snow.

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Treasures from the Bob R. Simpson collection, Part I to IV 


The Bob R. Simpson collection of patterns was assembled 
over the last decade through Legend Numismatics. Completeness 
and quality were the guiding principles behind each acquisition. 

The collection was consigned to Heritage. So as not to disrupt 
the market, the coins were broken out into different sales. We 
have grouped the cent patterns back into order for this article. 
Part I was sold on September 17, 2020, Part II on November 22, 
2020, Part III on January 20, 2021 and Part IV on February 23, 
2021. 

In September of 2020, I drove 1,000 miles from Tucson to 
Dallas with my son, Kenny to view the entire Simpson collection 
at the new Heritage office complex near the Dallas-Ft. Worth air- 
port. It is a huge building and could easily hold a medium-sized 
coin show. With the Covid-19 pandemic raging, and all the major 
shows being cancelled, this is exactly what they have decided to 
do. Auctions are for the present, held entirely on-line. To view 
lots of such an extensive collection such as the Simpson pattern 
collection, you have to go to Dallas. 

We reserved our time well in advance so that we would have 
enough time to see what we needed to see. We had a private room 
with a trained attendant. We had all day to study the entire collec- 
tion. It was a treat to see the Garrett/Simpson 1792 Silver Center 
cent, Judd-1. This is probably the highlight of the entire collec- 
tion. It is graded SP67BN by PCGS. Simpson bought it for $5 
million in 2012. It sold for a bit over $2.5 million in the January 
20, 2021 sale, lot #3004.

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We were also able to view the phenomenal Partrick collec- 
tion of colonial coins. This was a rare treat, as these coins have 
never been displayed together before. Kenny and I had a chance 
to see all the rarities, like the Garrett/Partrick Brasher Doubloon, 
NGC MS65. I told Kenny that I was in the room back in 1979 at 
Bowers and Ruddy’s Garrett sale in New York City when it last 
sold. Back then, just as the lot was approaching, George Bennett, 
the auctioneer, stepped aside and Dave Bowers came up to the 
podium. He said that descendants of Ephraim Brasher were in 
attendance. He related that they told him that the correct pronun- 
ciation of the family name was similar to “Braizer,” with a long 
“A” sound, not the typically used “Brash-er” pronunciation. It is 
unknown if that changed over time since the 1780’s. 

I recall Art Kagin standing on the side of the auction room 
at the St. Moritz hotel furiously animated trying to be the winner 
of the coin, with each bid setting a new record. He then capitu- 
lated to Partrick’s agent, who by chance sat just next to me, by 
throwing his bidder card on the ground in disgust. There was wild 
applause. It sold for $725,000 back then. This time is brought 
$9.36 million to an on-line audience. There was recognition from 
the podium but little else. The new owner is not a coin collector.

Digit Punches

One of the most important things that a collector of die 
varieties should know is that for cents dated prior to 1909, the 
date was added to the die at a different time than the rest of the 
design. Because of this we have repunched dates. Because of this 
we have differing date positions. Because of this any doubled die 
will not be seen on the date. 

With the exception of 1909, all Indian cent obverse dies 
were made in a two-step process: First, the die was sunk in a pro- 
cess called hubbing. A hub is a steel die with a positive (raised) 
ddesign which looks exactly like the coin but without the date. It 
incudes the denticles, main design and the legend. 

The process of transferring anything from steel to steel 
involves impressing hardened steel into softened steel. To soften 
the die, it is put into a steel box packed with carbon to keep out 
the air and is heated to a bright red and then allowed to cool 
gradually. It is a long process which may take many hours. 

The hubbing of the die is done on a screw press. The 
initial hubbing will not transfer the design into the die entirely 
as the die becomes work-hardened. It will have to be packed up 
again and put in the furnace. This will be done with many dies at 
a time. 

After the die is fully impressed, the date is added by im- 
pressing a digit punch into the die. This is also done on the screw 
press. The punches could be made in either single numerals or 
full date punches. Single punches could have been held together 
in a gang and punched into the die all at once. Digit punches can 
be used over the course of many years. 

Digit punches are made by engraving or stamping the 
digits into a slab of soft steel called a matrix. After hardening, 
the matrix could be used to raise digit punches. Sometimes we 
see apparent repunching that exists on numerous dies in the same 
way. These are digit punch errors. The repunching is actually on 
the matrix and was transferred to the digit punch. 

Hardening of the punches are done in the same process 
as the dies. To harden the steel it was again put in a carbon-filled 
steel box and heated to a bright red. The steel was then quickly 
quenched in water. The steel would then be too brittle, so the 
punches would have to be reheated to temper them. Dies were 
heated to aa blue color while punches were heated to a straw 
color’. 

Occasionally we see score marks on the die that were 
used to position the date. If not polished off the die face they 
show up as raised lines on the finished coins. These are date posi- 
tion lines.

Hub and Die 


From 1856 until 1871, the dates were punched into the 
die in a curve that mirrored the denticles below. Beginning in 
1872 and continuing into 1873, the date punch was very small 
and straight. In 1873 a problem arose when it was noticed that the 
3 digit look very much like an 8. To solve this problem, the lower 
ball of the “3” digit punch was ground down to open up distance 
between the top and bottom balls. 

Perhaps due to this problem, in 1874 the date was made 
larger. From 1874 though 1880 the date punches used on the 
Indian cent series were straight at the top. If the second two digits 
were slightly larger, the difference is noticeable at their base. In 
1879, the 1 digit shows a small nub at the base. This is a defect

on the digit punch and is found on all dies dated from that punch. 
This is the only year that defect is found. 

In 1881, the dates started to be punched in a curved arc 
again. The 1881 and 1882 dies seem to be transition years with 
the 18 straight and the 81 and 82 punched at an angle to form a 
curve. 

It is quite possible that if the die maker had extra time, 
they could make dies for later production years than currently 
needed. These would be put in storage without the date stamped 
in or with partial dates with just the 18 initially punched into the 
die. This may have been why the 1881 and 1882 dies show a tran- 
sitional curve. There is an obvious breakage on the digit punch 
for the 2 in 1882. The narrow top on the 2 is broken. 

We can determine how many digits were punched into 
a die at one time by using a few different methods. One would 
be digital overlays. If there is no difference in the gaps between 
any of the digits on different dies, then it is likely that a full date 
punch was used. We can also look at repunched dates. If at least 
the first and last digits are repunched, then the entire date was 
likely punched into the die at one time. If only the last digit or the 
last two digits show repunching, then it may have been a die that 
the first two or first three digits were put on the die at an earlier 
time. 

Digit punches can break and when broken punches are 
used, there will be a gap or missing detail from the lack of metal 
on the punch. In 1880 there is a progression of digit punch break- 
age which can be seen on many different dies. In the Attribution 
Guide (Snow 2014), these are listed as Snow-3 when the second 
8 is broken, Snow-4 when both 8’s are broken and Snow-9 when 
the 880 is broken. Additional dies found with these broken digit 
punches are listed as, for example, S3a, S3b, S3c, etc. 
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1882 Snow-2 Broken top 2.

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What can explain the breakage of the digit punches? 
One could argue that the punch deteriorated with each successive 
die it got impressed into. That seems to be the obvious answer. 
But why did it happen? The shape of the date and the relative 
positions of the digits does not change and this points to a 4-digit 
punch. 


Perhaps there was a flaw in the steel that the digit punch 
was made out of. A lamination flaw that progressively got worse. 
Perhaps the punch was not tempered properly and was too brittle. 

It is important to recognize the processes that go into 
making a coin. Digit punches were an important step in creating 
a die prior to the advancement of die making technology in the 
early 20th Century. Because the dates are not part of the hub, they 
move around ever so slightly in relation to the portrait above and 
the denticles below. This movement of the date position gives us 
a tool for identifying individual dies. 
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What happened to one of the finest Snow-5 1856 Flying Eagles?

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The Snow-5 1856 Flying Eagle is quite rare. In 2014 when 
the 3rd edition of The Flying Eagle and Indian Cent Attribution 
Guide by Richard Snow was published, it listed the 14 known ex- 
amples (see pg 42 of Volume 1). Furthermore, of those 14 known 
Snow-5 (S5), the finest one attributed as a proof was graded 
PR66, and there was only one such coin. The book also men- 
tioned a single S5 graded MS66, but it currently still has an MS 
attribution'. We can also rule out the possibility of any upgrades 
of other coins since 2014 that could have resulted in there being 
more than one S5 graded PR66 or greater as there are currently 
only 10 coins across all die pairs graded at least PR66 or MS66: 
Five S3 (PR66, PR66+, PR67+, MS66, MS66), Two S5 (PR66, 
MS66), and Three S9 (PR66, PR66, PR67). 

The first image is the coin featured on pg 41 of the Attribu- 
tion Guide, the one and only PR66 Snow-5 1856 Flying Eagle. It 
is also the same photo that is still shown (at the time of writing 
this article) in position 1 of the condition census at the PCGS 
CoinFacts page for S5 1856s. The corresponding cert for that 
coin (14594418) is no longer valid. 

The second coin pictured (Photo 2) does not indicate attribu- 
tion as a Snow-5, but it is clearly a Snow-S as identified by the 
Pointed U on the obverse and the center dot on the reverse. At 
the time of this writing, it appears in position 3 of the condition 
census at the bottom of the PCGS page for all 1856 proof strikes 
without specific attributions. Also, at the time of this writing, 
CAC has certified the second example’. 

Could Photo 1 and Photo 2 be the same PR66 Snow-5 1856 
Flying Eagle? Since there should only be one PR66 Snow-5, Pho- 
to | and Photo 2 should be the same coin, though at first glance 
they appear to be quite different coins. On closer inspection 
though, it’s clear that they both have an uncanny set of features in 
common: 
¢ Both show a fingerprint on the obverse, between the eagle 

and the date, and that fingerprint looks as far as I can tell to 

be identical. Although the fingerprint appears to be identi- 
cal, compared to the fingerprint in Photo 1, the fingerprint 

in Photo 2 is much less obvious, blending in well with the 

purple toning. 
¢ For every distinctive speck or mark (especially the many on 

the reverse) shown on one photo, you can always find that 
exact same speck or mark in the exact same location on the 
other photo. I could not find a single exception. 

It simply seems to be too much of a coincidence that the 
coins shown in these two photos share so many unique identify- 
ing features. It seems they simply must be the same coin. Fur- 
thermore, it makes sense that they should be the same coin, since 
there should only be one PR66 Snow-S! 

But they appear to have different toning. Could this differ- 
ence in toning simply be accounted for by a difference in lighting 
of the photos? I don’t think that is likely, since both photos were 
done by PCGS, presumably with the same imaging apparatus, us- 
ing the same lighting technique. Furthermore, if you compare the 
photos, you’ll find the toning is present in one part of the coin, 
but not on the other photo at that exact same part of the coin.

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For example, Photo | shows the reddish toning at the top of the 
reverse, but the top of the reverse of Photo 2 shows a golden and 
untoned portion of the coin. For each photo, you will find loca- 
tions where there is toning on one photo, but at the corresponding 
location on the other photo, the coin is untoned and golden. The 
new toning seems to be an improvement. It is especially notable 
that in Photo | the fingerprint is on a portion of the coin that is 
mostly golden and untoned, making the fingerprint quite obvious. 
But, in Photo 2, that same portion of the coin is toned, making the 
fingerprint much less obvious. 

What is the explanation for the new toning? It appears that 
the toning on this coin has changed, and the new toning now 
fortunately makes the fingerprint less obvious. Furthermore, it’s 
interesting that the toning has changed in a way where the reverse 
has become largely untoned, while the obverse has become more 
toned. I wonder what caused the toning to change in such an 
unusual way. I’m having trouble conceiving of a natural way to 
explain such apparent toning changes. 

Let’s look at the pedigree of this coin. In the 2014 Attribution 
Guide it was attributed to the Tom Fore collection. Dr. Fore’s col- 
lection was sold in Heritage’s January 2016 sale, lot 5241. That 
sale gave a few prior sales: “Portland ANA (Heritage, 3/2004), 
lot 5056, realized $48,300; Tom Fore; Leningrad Dutch Collec- 
tion, the finest Proof Flying Eagle Cent Complete Variety PCGS 
Registry Set.” The auction photos showed a tone consistent with 
Photo 1. 

Just a few years after the 2016 auction in Sept 2019, it again 
sold at auction, this time at a Legend auction’, this time with a 
tone consistent with Photo 2 and a new cert number (36376092). 
This time, there is a long auction description noting how perfect 
the coin is, but there is no mention of this perfect coin’s impres- 
sive pedigree. The following is noted though: “Using a strong 
glass, we are totally unable to locate a single mark, tick, line, or 
fleck anywhere, of any kind, that is worthy of mention.” 

It appears the new toning has indeed improved the coin, as 
even with a “strong glass” the fingerprint was apparently not 
noticed. At a much earlier Heritage auction in March 2004° the 
fingerprint was noted: “Traces of a fingerprint fragment above the 
date prevent an even higher grade.” The fingerprint seems to be 
the most interesting part of this mystery. 

Coins graded PR66 are expected to have only minor imper- 
fections. I don’t consider the fingerprint to be minor, since, at 
least with the original tone (Photo 1), my eye goes right to the 
fingerprint, which detracts from the overall appearance of the 
coin. With the current tone (Photo 2), the fingerprint is much 
less noticeable, but I still notice it and I can’t help focusing on 
it. Perhaps I notice the fingerprint with the coin’s current tone 
because I’ve already seen the fingerprint when the coin had its 
original tone. It’s entirely possible if I had only seen the coin with 
its current tone, I might have missed the fingerprint, even if I had 
viewed it with a “strong glass.”

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How COVID has affected Coin Collecting 
By Charmy Harker (The Penny Lady) 


COVID has impacted all of us in many different ways — 
from our businesses to our personal and family lives and even our 
hobbies. For me, as most of you know, I am not only “The Penny 
Lady” in my business but I also have personal penny collections 
so my business sometimes overlaps with my coin hobby. And like 
many of you, I have paid more attention to my personal hobbies 
this past year than I have in quite a while. In addition to getting 
back into some other hobbies I haven’t done in many years (like 
jigsaw puzzles), I took this extra stay-at-home time to organize 
and better catalog my penny collections, including reviewing 
what coins I still need and which coins may need replacing. 

In case you’re wondering how a dealer can also be a 
collector, let me explain how I make that work. Back when I 
became a fulltime dealer, in order for me to maintain my personal 
collections but not interfere with my business of selling pennies, 
I set up some specific criteria for my personal collections. When 
choosing a coin for one of my collections, the coin had to have 
at least one of three criteria: (1) beautiful toning and eye appeal; 
(2) a bold and interesting variety; and/or (3) a very cool “wow” 
error. And if I found a coin I really liked and wanted to keep it 
for my personal collection but I happened to already have that 
date (other than special varieties and errors), I made a “pact” with 
myself that the old coin would be need to be removed from my 
personal collection and added to my business inventory for sale. I 
have kept that pact and it has worked well for me. 

My personal Indian cent collection is complete by date 
and includes several neat errors and varieties, but I’m always 
willing to change a coin out if I find one I like better — which is 
pretty hard to do since I LOVE each and every coin in my collec- 
tion. However, my Lincoln cent collection has a lot of holes in it 
since I only fill in a date if I find the right coin. I don’t buy coins 
just to complete my set, and with the different mints and dates in 
the Lincoln set, I haven’t yet found “just the right coin” for every 
date and mint. 


In the past, I would attend shows around the country 
and have no problem finding nice coins for my inventory. I also 
would come across coins throughout the year that I would add to 
or trade out in my personal collections. This past year, however, 
has made finding coins much more challenging, not just inven- 
tory for my business but new coins that might fit in my personal 
collections. With physical venues where collectors and dealers 
could gather to buy and sell coins having become almost non- 
existent, opportunities to find new coins have become much more 
limited. I now have to look to dealer websites and online auctions 
to find new material. And I am competing with many more online 
shoppers, just like me, looking for those special coins. As a re- 
sult, I have seen that the cost of the same types of coins I bought 
before the pandemic has increased quite a bit, especially quality 
better date material. 
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In spite of these challenges, while searching the internet 
for coins, I was overjoyed when I came across this very pretty 
gold and orange toned 1909-S Lincoln cent. The subtle colors just 
caught my eye and It happened to be a semi-key date hole in my 
collection that I hadn’t yet filled and I was very pleased to have 
found it. 

There is one exception to my collecting criteria men- 
tioned above - if I come across a penny (or even a 2 cent piece) 
in one of the very rare PCGS Doily holders for sale, I will try and 
add it to my collection. For those of you who may not be familiar 
with these old PCGS holders, they were only used for about a 
month at the end of 1989 and are often under-graded based on to- 
day’s grading criteria. And for some reason it’s even harder find- 
ing copper coins in these old Doily holders. So a couple months 
ago I was very happy to acquire this pretty 1864 Bronze cent in a 
Doily holder for my Indian cent collection! 

One other neat piece I found this past year was an 
encased Indian cent for my penny exonumia collection. I also 
collect interesting things made out of or using a penny, including 
penny teapots and charms, elongated pennies, love tokens, penny 
pocket mirrors, advertising encased pennies, and much more. 
Another dealer friend who knows I collect higher end encased 
pennies, especially Indian cents, pointed me to this great piece on 
eBay and, even though it’s a very tough piece to find this nice, I 
was able to buy it at a relatively reasonable price. The Indian cent 
is uncirculated and the encasement is in beautiful shape, so I was 
thrilled to add it to my exonumia collection. 
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I really miss getting together and attending coin shows. 
I miss talking coins with my dealer and collector friends, I miss 
the comradery, I miss the social aspects of wining and dining 
with various coin people, I miss buying and selling coins from 
my inventory, I miss checking out what’s new in the auctions, I 
miss attending the Fly-In Club and other club meetings, but most 
of all I miss the hunt for and excitement of finding new coins and 
neat penny creations for my personal collections. I eagerly look 
forward to the time that shows will once again open up maybe 
later this year, and numismatics can once again be an in-person 
activity!

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Building a Complete Set of Flying Eagle and Indian Head Cents on a Budget 


(and learning some valuable lessons along the way)

In 1993, after graduating with a commission from the 
U.S. Military Academy at West Point as a Second Lieutenant in 
the U.S. Army, I finally had some money to spend on my coin 
collection. Up to that year, my collecting habits had been limited 
to Silver Eagles, Mint Sets, and occasionally a commemorative 
coin from the U.S. Mint. Now, I was ready to embark on a new 
adventure into truly rare coins, but I did not know where to start. 
I had a subscription to Coin World magazine (in newsprint format 


back then), and on June 28th of the year of my college gradua- 
tion they ran an article

Here, I was given the opportunity to buy an 1868 Indian Head 
cent in EF condition for $100 along with a copy of the recently 
released Flying Eagle and Indian Cents book written by Richard 
Snow. I started reading Rick’s book as soon as I returned to my 
dormitory at the U.S. Army Engineer School in Fort Leonard 


Wood, MO. Through all the great information, one thing stuck in 
my head — “Don’t Buy Junk!” 
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By this time, I had made my first purchase (the 1868 
Indian Head cent that I still own to this day), and I felt comfort- 
able moving into the key date issues identified in the Coin World 
article (1864-L, 1869, 1870, 1871, 1872, and 1909-S). Remark- 
ably, although mentioned in the article, the 1877 Indian Head cent 
was left off the list of key date coins. Regardless, at this point-in- 
time, according to the Red Book, this was a coin too expensive 
to consider buying. I would have to cross that bridge later. But, 
for now, I was satisfied with my efforts collecting key date coins 
without considering the 1877 Indian Head cent. Plus, I had other 
things on my mind — like my army career and trips to Haiti and 
Panama (not for sight-seeing). And, soon, I was engaged to a 
wonderful woman who became my wife in July, 1995. One thing 
in particular about this special person was her abiding aversion 
to debt. Fortunately, I had graduated without any student loans, 
but I owned a house and a credit card with a balance due each 
month. So, we agreed that I could continue my coin collecting 
hobby, as long as I did not use my credit card and stayed within a 
new budget of $400 per year, not just for Flying Eagle and Indian 
Head cents, but for my diverse interests in coins. This agreement 
was acceptable to me and, with slight increases to account for the 
rise in my income over time, it has been the foundation of my 
collecting habit ever since. 

In 1997, during my graduate studies back in Missouri, 

I acquired another wonderful book, A Buyer 's and Enthusiasts 
Guide to Flying Eagle and Indian Cents by Q. David Bowers. 

I thoroughly enjoyed reading this book, occasionally in lieu of 
my studies. A few things about this book captured my interest. 
Along with a preface by Richard Snow, this book contained an 
interesting narrative grading system which included information 
from the ANA-Sheldon Grading System, Photograde Grading 
Guidelines, and Richard Snow’s Guidelines, along with Com- 
mentary from Q. David Bowers himself. Also included in this 
book were historical (1938, 1944, & 1965) and current (1996) 
prices for all regular issue Flying Eagle and Indian Head cents. 
This information (the narrative grading system and the historical 
and current pricing guides) allowed me to be more comfortable 
with my endeavor to seek out choice Flying Eagle and Indian 
Head cents in the appropriate grades. Using the knowledge 
gained from my accumulation of books, I refined my approach to 
Flying Eagle and Indian Head cent collecting. I stuck with circu- 
lated (VF/XF) coins in the tougher years (1866-1878, excluding 
1877), almost uncirculated (AU) coins in the less difficult years 
(1859-1865 and 1908-S & 1909-S), and uncirculated (MS60 thru 
MS63) coins in the common dates (1879-1909, excluding the San 
Francisco coins). 

After a tour of duty in Afghanistan in 2008, I returned 
home with some extra money in my checking account. I was de- 
termined to finish my collection of Flying Eagle and Indian Head 
cents and made a deal with my wife to raise my annual spend- 
ing limit to $500 and to spend no more than $1,500 on an 1877 
Indian Head cent in Very Fine. I thought that I got lucky at a local 
coin show when I was offered a nice dark brown 1877 Indian 
Head cent in EF condition for $1,600. It was a bit of a stretch, 
but it would fit in my set perfectly (1.e. my run of 1873 to 1876 
Indian Head cents were all in EF condition. But, alas, it was too 
good to be true. A few weeks after the coin show, I showed my 
find to a reputable dealer in my home town of Tacoma, Washing- 
ton and soon discovered that the coin I was so proud of had been 
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previously cleaned and retoned. I tried to return the coin to the 
dealer from the coin show, who did not have a shop, but whose 
name was on the invoice, but I received no reply. So, eventually, I 
sold it to my friend at the local coin shop, for $1,200 and used the 
money to acquire an 1877 Indian Head cent in a PCGS holder in 
Very Fine for $1,300. This was an expensive lesson learned, but 
a mistake I would never make again (hopefully). One additional 
best practice learned was to deal only with a trustworthy dealer 
with a good reputation. Or, at least, limit your expensive (greater 
than $300) purchases to coins in third-party certified holders 
acquired via online auction or through a reputable dealer that 
handles mail order purchases. 

In doing the math, one can see that the total investment 
I have made in my coin collection is approximately $12,600 over 
twenty-nine years. However, the cost of my Flying Eagle and 
Indian Head cent collection only adds up to $8,600 according to 
the simple spreadsheet maintained to keep track of my spend- 
ing. So, on what did I spend the remaining funds — actually, on 
occasion, it has been quite refreshing to take a break from only 
collecting Flying Eagle and Indian Head cents. As a member of 
the Flying Eagle and Indian Cent Collector’s Society (the Fly-In 
Club) for many years, I decided to diversify my collection by 
adding other coins designed by Chief Engraver of the Mint, 
James B. Longacre. Specifically, I have built nice short sets (i.e. 
no key dates) of two-cent pieces, three-cent copper-nickel pieces, 
three-cent silvers, and shield nickels. I even acquired a one-dollar 
gold piece. I’ve also continued my silver eagle collection and my 
accumulation of mint sets along with the occasional commemo- 
rate coin from the U.S. Mint. And, I recently finished my Lincoln 
cent collection which I started over three decades ago. 

Something else I learned over the years building a nice 
matched set of Flying Eagle and Indian Head cents is that it is 
often necessary to pay more for nicer coins. The rule of thumb 
works like this — a dealer will have in his case a nice selection of 
choice coins for strong prices, and they will have more (not so 
nice) coins in a box behind the counter. Customers are welcome 
to peruse the coins behind the counter for common dates and 
cleaned coins, but if they want a coin from the display case, 
then they must expect to pay full price. It has been a lesson that 
I have been comfortable with since my goal had always been to 
assemble a set that satisfied me — which I could be proud to own 
for the rest of my life and with which I could enjoy viewing on 
a frequent basis. It has been a pleasant trip, and I hope you have 
enjoyed my story. Do not believe that a complete set of Flying 
Eagle and Indian Head Cents cannot be done on a budget. 

P.S. My collection of regular issue Flying Eagle and 
Indian Head cents may have been completed in 2009, but I never 
forgot the lessons contained in Rick Snow’s original book and his 
Attribution Guide, 3rd Edition, published in 2014. The world of 
varieties lay before me. I have begun to build a nice collection of 
varieties — still on a budget. But, that story will have to wait until 
another issue of Longacre’s Ledger.
